MONG the Borough's mast 

famous sons are Field Marshal 
Montgomery, who was born at Ken- 
nington Vicarage; Arthur Sullivan, 
the comooser; Lord Lister the 
chemist; Hiram Maxim the inven- 
tor; Tradescant; the’. horticulturist, 
who {introduced a large number of 
plants into England, as well as 
plums from Turkey and strawberrics 
from Russia; Chaylic Chaplin and - 
Herbert Morrison. ; 


It was the Romans who created 
Lambeth. Before Caesar's legions 
came to Britain, the river spread 
over its marshy acres right to the. 
foot of Herme Hill and Norwood. 
They drained the area and brought 
it. under cultivation, while | thelr 
famous Watling . Street ran right 
through what {s now Briston Road 
and Kennington Park Road. Other 
oversens visitors nine centuries later 
were King Canute and his fiect of 
long, low black Danish war vessels 
flying raven flings. As Canute could 
not overcome the defences around 
London.

Lambeth In those days housed a 
royal palace, and Kennington was 
once “King’s Towp." It stood at 
what is now Kennington Cross; 
Harold crowned. himself there. In 
1006 after the death of Edward the 
Confessor; Edward the First died 
there, and Oliver | .Cromwell 
obliterated it. 

Up till the nineteenth century, the 
Borough remained an agricultural 
and a residential suburb, inhabited 
by men of substance and wealth—a 
delightful rural retreat, with num- 
berless pretty walks with pollard 
willows. and windmills complcting 
the rustic picture. “Kennington was 
chiefly known for its Common, two 
toll bars and the famous Horns and 
White Horse taverns. The latter, 
on the Brixton Road, was a coach- 
ing inn, and the’ former, facing the 
Common, Included some fashionable 
fen gardens. Both still exist today, 
nithough the Horns, the venue of 
many importnnt darts tournaments 
between the two: World Wars, was 
severely damaged in the Blitz, 


Gallows Green 


HE Common, now occupied part- 

ly by St Mark's Church, was for 
long known os “Gallows Green” for 
obvious reasons. The most notable 
executions were those of 17 of Bun- 
nie Prince Charife’s leading. sup- 
porters who were despatched with 
characteristic ferocity, -bcing hang 
ed, behended and discmbowelicd, 
and their hearts and entrails burn- 
ed on the spot. 

Exactly a-hundred years ago it 
was again the scene of a great 
popular sp:ctacle: the demonsirs-

His name was 
Guy Fawkes, and he didnot stay 
there long before crossing the river 
at Westminster and entering history 
books. There were wells of mineral 
waters In ‘Threo Coney and Lambeth 
Walks, selling at o penny a quart, 
and Norwood had.a gipsy settlement 
‘for many years.

Hit Hard In War 

HE late war hit Lambeth hard, 

Over 1.500 people were killed, 
nearly 3,000 seriously Injured. * It 
caused both'a halt to the housing re- 
placement programme and =soun- 
paralleled destruction of property. 
No less than 42,423 houses were de- 
molished or seriously damaged by 
the slr raids. This, in the words of 
Nve Bevan, “hos left a great personal 
problem. to be.solved, and .we are 
making headway, not quite as quick 
ly as we would haye liked, but we 
are getting on with first things first.” 

A total of 39.000 houses have al- 
ready been repaired; new blocks of 
LCC: flats embodying the last_im- 
proved standards, with more light 
and alr, proper kitchens and mauy 
work-saving devices have aricen— 
and they will have something better 
than a factory wall to look out on. 
Now the town planners are concén- 
trating exclusively on new bulldiny. 
New dwellings numbering 4.600 will 
be up by the end of 1953—500 to be 
completed this year, another 500 
next, with the pace increasing there- 
alter, . bs

.. Washington, Nov. 4.—The United Nations Food 
‘and Agriculture Organisation, in a comprehensive 
survey of the world food situation and outlook, con- 
cluded that the 1947-48 crop year was the “best since 
the war” and “the general outlook is for restoration 
by 1950 of something like pre-war food consumption 
in most of Europe and the Far East.” . 

At the same time, the report warned that there was 
“little room for complacency” because “millions of people 
are still hungry, the world population fs increasing more 
rapidly than production, soll erosion has impoverished. 
many. lands, forest resources are being depleted, {ntro- 
duction of modern farming methods encounters serious 
diMeculties, low-income countries Jack moncy for invest- 

_ ment projects, international trade [s seriously out of 
balance and in technically-advanced -countries “there is 
growing concern whether markets can be found for the 
surplus ‘goods they are able to produce.” ; 
The report added: “The memor- 


Fabte fact is tHe world Is stlil pro- 
\ ducing less food and less fibres and 
‘only slightly more forest products 

than before the war” and therefore 

the “maln conclusion of the survey 
lis nations are not dolng and plan- 
‘ning cnough to cope with the world's 
longterm needs.” 

The FAO report pointed out, 
however, that the world “possesses 
enough technical knowledge to re- 
verse the trend and bring about 2 
substantial, even dramatle increase, 
in production’. “The problem is to 
organise that knowledge ond apply 
it where and as needed.” : 


_ ACTION NEEDED 

The FAO Director General, Mr 
N. E. Dodd, in a fereword to the 
report, sald: “In my belief, the 
diMculties which’ stand in the way 
of really rapid expansion of pro- 
duction should be examined more; 
energetically by governments and 
decisions should be taken which 
will enlarge = programmes and 
facilitate their speedier execution, 
There have been cnough general 
tlons, What is now needed 
practical action.” "

CHINA FAILS 


TO FULFIL 


RELIEF AGREEMENT 


Shifting Political Tides The Cause 
Washington, Nov. 4.—President Truman today 
told the Congress that China has failed to comply 


fully with the agreement under which China received 
relief supplies from the United States between April 


and June, 1948. 


_In_o report prepared by the _Economic_Co-o 
Administration President Truman said, 


however, that 


there was apparently “no international disregard of the ; 


basic principles” of the relief agreement. 


“He added 


that any fnilure to comply was due to the “shifting tides 
‘of the political and economic situation and. the military 


struggle.” 


The report, the fourth on relief 
operations, covered the second quar- 
ter of the calendar year 1948 and 
was based on the operation of the 
$350,000,000 . relief programme for 
China, Austria, Greece, Italy and 
Tricste. It pointed out these slip 
ups In the China programme: A 
breakdown in the food rationing 
programme in Nanking, delays in 
making payments. on various pro- 
Jects and failure to establish prices 
in Shanghai at /a realistic market 
rate.

Stockholm, Nov. 4. -— Pro- 
fessor P.M.S. Blackett, the 
leading British physicist, was 
tonight awarded the Nobel 
Prize for physics for “his work 
on cosmic radiation and his 
development of the Wilson 
method.”" : 

The Nobel Prize for chemistry 
| wins awarded to Professor Arne 
j Tisclius of Uppsala University 
of Sweden for “the discovery of 
a method of mensuring mole- 
cules in albumen.” 

The awards were announced at a 
session of the Royal © Academy of 
Science here. The award of the 
Nobel Prize to Mr T. S. Eliot, the 
poct and man of‘letters, wns un- 
nounced eurlier today. 

Professor P. S, Blackett, who will 
be 51 this month, has pained 2 
world wide reputation for his work 
on-ntomlc physics. With an Itallan 
physicist, he confirmed the existence 
of the positive, clectron or “positran,” 
first. discovered In America. 

Working under Professor (later 
Lord) Rutherford from 1923 to 133,

VERY SPECIAL RESEARCH 


Professor Tisclius, who was born 
on August 10, 1902, is carrying out 
specialised research oat Uppsala 
University. His rescarches have 
been too specialised to justify the 
foundation of a formal chair but the 
university granted him professional 
stutus and emoluments to enable 
him to-continuce his work. 

Experts have maintained that his 
research will, facilitate the treatment 
of bluod diseases, Professor Tiscllus 
held a Rockefeller Foundation 
scholarship to Princeton University 
fro:n 1094 to 1935. 

Two assistant professors ‘working 
under him discovered jn 1944 an 
ortificlal blood plasma which could’ 
replace blood transfusions in severe 
enses Of shock, The plasma was 
oblained from:a jelly formed when 
bacterla attack sugar. - : 

Mr Eliot 1s an American by birth. 
He was educated at Harvard, ‘the 
Sorbonne in Parls and at Oxford 
University. He settled In England 
in 1944 and became naturalised in
